Claims 1-14, 22-34 and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Oku et al US 5,256,528. Oku et al piperazine derivatives as claimed and 
their use as potentiation agents. See claims 1-8 and column 1, line 55 through column 
4, line 20. 

No claim is allowed.
